ADDRESS BT REV. DAYID P. HOWE 


'The Qualities That Made Lincoln's 
Patriotism Effective" the Subject— 


Exercises To-Night at the 


C. A. R. Hall. 


Eighty-seven years ago to-day Abra- 


ham Lincoln was bore in Hardin county, 
Kentucky. By profession he was a law- 
yer. 
He served as a captain in the 


Black Hawk war; bad been postmaster; 
was four times a member of the Illinois 
legislature and' once a member of cou- 
grees. In 1860 be was elected president 
of the United States, and was re-elected 
in 1864. On the night of April 14,1665, 
he was fatally shot by J. Wilkes Booth 
at Ford's theater in Washington. 


Tbe interesting story of tbe martyred 


president's early lite is told in part on 
another pace of this issue, giving a pic- 
ture of the tomb at Springfield wbere 
rest bis remains. Long ago Lincaln 
practiced law io Decatur. He tried 
cases in the old log court house which 
now stands in Riverside Park. It was 
Macoa county's first court bouse, and 
was erected on the old square. Now 
that square is known as Lincoln Square. 
Tbe resolution so earning it was intro- 
duced in the city council by ex-Alder- 
man L. F. Muzzy. lu the early days 
Abraham Lincoln lived for a time in a

log ct.bin eight miles west of Decatur, 
wherewith tbe late (Jucle Johnny Hanks 
he used to split 
rails. Tbe 
old 


cabin in 1976 was taken away by 
James Shoaff and exhibited at the Cen- 
tennial. It was never returned. It is 
commonly believed that Lincoln made 
ilia first public speech on pofitics in Oe- 
ctttur. It was from the top of a salt 
uarrel near the store which then stood 
near the J. L. Adams place on West 
Main street, and the subject was "The 
Navigation of the'SaDgamon River." 
The first.public demonstration for Lin- 
coln for the presidency in I860 waa held 
in a tent, south side of Central Park, 
when the boom waa started for the rail 
splitter. Many Republicans living to- 
day recall that exciting event wben 
Jonnny Hajiks came into the tent car • 
rying walnut rails OD his shoulder. 


ADDRESS AT TBE HIGH SCHOOL.

February, to bring on the stage Hs 
pre-eminent patriots, Washington and 
Lincoln, The greatness of their patriot- 
ism is seen in that it shines in the back 
ground of patriotism. He who does a 
thing to-day has tbe advantage of an 
example from those who have preceded 
him, 
but he aleo has their dangerous 


rivalry. 
He who would paint a picture 


or carvp a statue has tbe example of a 
Raphael and Phidias, but he also has 
their dangerous rivalry to overcome. 
Against a luminous background the 
stars of Washington And Lincoln shine 
with undimmed splendor. The grandeur 
of their patriotism consists in tbe fact 
that it was embodied in their life, 
and not a theory proclaimed from tbe 
rostrum. What is it that rendered Mr. 
Lincoln's 
patriotism 
so 
effective? 


First, 
it 
was a 
patriotism 
that 


sprang from an educated mind. Mr. 
Lincoln cannot be compared ID learning 
with Gladstone and Beaconfleld. Whil 
he lacked learning be did not lack edu 
cation. For education is not learnina 
merely but tbe development of the 
mind, In this sense Mr. Lincoln was one 
of the beat educated men in America. 
There U something pathetic w we aee 
hitn drawing out these power* by tue 


light of the old fire-place, con ping tbe 
few and eumewhal pnwy books of hie 
age. What a loaaoc for the youth of to- 
day with tbe richest of the world's liter- 
ature in the reach ot the most slender 
purse. This trained mind directed the 
patriotic forces of his heart just as the 
air-brake control! tbe locomotive and 
the delicate lever the hundred-ton ham- 
mer. Anin hie patriotism was made 
effective by his industry. If he had not 
been willing to work iu the humbler 
callings, if he had not been ready to pilot 
the flatboat, he might not ever had hia 
hand on the helm of state. The lesson 
to young men ia: Be busy, do what you 
can even though it 
isn't 
pleas- 


ant. 
His industry also made 
him 


a man of tbe people, a servant of the 
masses. 
How mueh of his sympathy 


lor tbe toiling slave and the common 
people was due to his own experience 
with mall and wedge. Again his patri- 
otism was rendered effective by bis deep 
religious nature. While not a member 
of a church the presidential chair never 
had a more thorough Christian in it. 
Born of a praying mother, a believer in 
God, 
he was a wonderful student of the 


bible. Hear him. as he calls the nalien 
to days of prayer for the success of tbe 
Union army, and standing on the plat- 
form of the car at Springfield he bids a 
tearful farewell to old friends, saying, 
'Pray for me.'' His religious nature 
was seen in 
his thorough honesty. 


While a modern politician he believed 
that tbe Ten Commandments and pol- 
itics were inseparably joined. Heavily 
involved in debt at Old Salem in bis 
younger 
days 
he 
did 
not rest 


until 
he paid 
every 
dollar of 


it. 
He 
has 
rightly 
won 
tbe 


title of "Honest Abe " It was seen in 
the unselfishness of his patriotism. 
It 


was not self nor party, but country, 
always with Lincoln. 
He loved the 


whole- country. 
He was never the 


enemy of the eoulh, but like the father 
in the story of the prodigal son he ever 
looked tearfully toward the land of tbe 
palms and waited anxiously the return 
of Columbia's erring children. 
By this 


unselfish patriotism he has united the 
north and south stronger than it ever 
was before. 


Four years ago I visited Old Salem on 


the banks of the Sangamon, walked over 
the ruins ot the old store and mill. Out 
of the cellar of the old store grows two 
trees, a sycamore and another variety. 
They seem to spring from common root, 
their trunks are woven together, their 
branches mingle. On one some artint 
has cut an excellent likeness of the face 
of Lincoln. How significant. 
By his 


patriotism bo has woven the pine of the 
north and the palm of the south into 
the inseparable tree of the United Re- 
public, bearing aloft tbe face and the 
fame of the immortal patriot, Lincoln.

America has BO royal roods to suc- 


cess for Mr sons save such as are cut 
out and laid by tho tireless hands of 
those wl o travel them. Tho accident 
of birth may yield one wealth and the 
comfort and luxuries which are sup- 
posed to be associated with such a con- 
dition. Hut they have vend the history 
of this country in vain who hare foiled 
to disco\er that those whom America 
has honored most have been they who 
exacted that honor by the excellence 
of their own merit. Kntail of govern- 
mental /ionors is a tree of foreign 
growth that has never been trans- 
planted lo these shores. If this coun- 
try deserves chlefmt credit for any one 
thing it /• this, that oil of her children 
are dear to her, and-Jionors are 'given 
out unpi ejudlcedly to those who first 
conquer 'hem. Far more of the presi- 
dents of these United States were born 
In cottag es or cabins than in palaces. 
Probably the most striking, unique 
and lovable character in American his- 
tory is tliat man who in the midst of a 
great Inlernecine struggle, character- 
ized by intense bitterness and bloody 
battles, uttered the immortal senti- 
ment, "vt ith mallee towards none, but 
charity for all." 


Born in extreme poverty of most 


humble parentage, Abraham Lincoln 
notonly become president of the United 
States, but he also was its head during 
the hour i of the greatest peril of the 
republic, and in bis death the universal 
nation wept as for a father or a brother 
dearly loved. His life and his work 
teach, net that everyone may become 
great on<l Illustrious as well as good. 
but that, 
"Honor »nd sham* from no condition 
rlss"- 


He who does) bis part well and truly, 
as he understands his duty, must and 


where he had BOOM leisure, which he 
improved in study and mental dis- 
cipline, borrowlns;a.granWBjr and other 
books, which he mastered before he hud 
them aside. Here in this humble posi- 
tion he soon gained the entire confi- 
dence of the community because of his 
sterling honesty, accommodating spirit, 
sociability land high sense of right and 
justice. Hence, scarcely u year Inter, 
when the Blackbawk war broke out, be 
Volunteered in one of the Sangamon 
county companies and was promptly 
made captain. Just before his depar- 
ture for the war, which lasted three 
months, be had announced himself tt 
candidate for the legislature, but was 
defeated, owjgg to the fact that the 
legislative district was a very large one 
and he was a comparative stranger, out- 
side of the immediate section in which 
he lived. His defeat, however, was soon 
salved in a measure by his appointment 
as postmaster at New Salem. 


Mr. Lincoln ambitiously entered into 


business for himself, but^.either the 
commercial spirit was not strongly de- 
veloped in him or else extraneous in- 
fluences we're too potent to be overcome 
and he soon foiled, entailing upon him- 
self a burden of1 debt under which his 
spirit groaned until he had liquidated 
it to the lost dollar. While he was in 
this financial btralt, the county sur- 
veyor of Sangnmon mode him one of bin 
deputies; which position, it is need- 
less to say, he filled with >hat con- 
scientious regard for duty which so 
strongly stamped his conduct through- 
out life. 


He had scarcely recovered; from the 


distress of his business failure, when, 
in 1834, at the age of 25, he was elected 
to the legislature; to which body he was 
reelectcd in 1836. 1S38 and 1840, at the 
end of the latter term declining a re- 
nomination. In the same j'ear that he 
was firm elected to the legislature he 
entered earnestly upon the study of 
law and was admitted to the bar in the 
autumn of 1836. Six months later, or 
April 15, 1837, he left New Balem and 
removed to Springfield, then the coun- 
ty seat of Sangamon and later the cap- 
ital of the state, to begin the practice 
of law. 


Nine years passed, in which Mr. Lin- 


coln studied unremittingly, improving

Abraham Lincoln, the son of Thomas 


Lincoln and his wife Nancy, both na- 
tives of Virginia, was born in llo-rdm 
county, Ky.. February 12,1809. Thus it 
is that tlie savior of the union not onh 
curne of southern stock, but vtus him- 
self a native of a southern state. How- 
ever, at the age of eight the parents, 
. because of the difllculty of maintain- 


ing them.elves in that region, removed 
to Speuc'.T county, Ind.. where they 
M»ttlcd ir a wilderness, the nx of the 
father providing a rough log cabin for 
the Bhelt- r of those he loved. In the 
following year the worthy mother of 
the future 10th president of the United 
States di-d; but in 1810, scarcely a 
year later, his father again married. 
1'ortunat'Oy for the son, his choice was 
a worthy and good woman who sought, 
as far as she was able, to replace her 
who was ,,'one. 


Not only were schools scarce, as 


well in Kentucky as in Indiana, in 
those doj s, but such teachers us could 
be found were only able to touch tho 
rudiment) of English; and it is not 
Hurprislnj; that Mr. Lincoln 
should 


have him lelf said, when he was of ngc, 
he "did not know much, but could read, 
write and cipher to the rule of three, 
liut that was all. What 1 have gained 
since then I have picked up from time 
lo time under pressure of necessity." 


After i residence of ten years in 


Spencer -'ounty, Mr. Lincoln, at the 
ti pe of 19, made a journey as a hired ma n 
on a flat boat to New Orleans and re- 
turn. Liter, In 1S30, his father emi- 
grated wi tb his family to Mason coun- 
ty, 111., the future president accom- 
panying 1'im and assisting in building 
the log cubin in which the family sub- 
sequently lived, as well aa in blearing 
a field for cultivation and splitting 
rails to f^nce it. The location chosen 
wns an unfortunate one, that section 
of country being decidedly unhealthy, 
and sickn »ss prostrating every member 
of the household. This condition of 
' things pi-omptcd Thomas Lincoln to 
remove ti » more promising region: 
and, at Ibis time, Abraham Lincoln, 
being now of age, hired out for him- 
rrlt to on<> OrTutt. in Sangamon county. 
III., whota he helped to build a flat- 
boat and accompanied him down the 
Sangamoii. the Illinois and Mississippi 
rivera to Vew Orleans and back again. 


Subsequently h* bseame • clerk In 


himself in the literature of his lan- 
guage, as well as acquainting himself 
with the intricacies of the law, travel- 
ing the extended circuit which was em- 
braced within his practice and forming' 
wide acquaintance. Which served him 
in excellent stead in future years. 


lie was elected to congress in 184(1'nn 


n whig; in 1SJ4 the opposition of four 
members of the legislature alone pro- 
v etitecl liis election to the United States, 
senate. When, two years lateY, the re- 
publican pary was organized in Illinois, 
Mr. Lincoln became its recognized lead- 
er ond in 3S58 occurred his memorable 
contest with Mr. Douglas for the United 
States senatorship, which resulted in 
the election of his adversary, but also 
gave him a national reputation, which 
culminated in his nomination over Mr. 
Seward in 1SGO and his accession as 
president of the United States. 


Mr. Lincoln'e life in connection with 


the war is a part of the history of the 
country iteclf. 
Probably the most 


memorable events in which he was 
prime factor were his proclamation of 
emancipation, January 1, 1S63, and his 
Gettysburg address in the same year. 
In all the years of the peril of the re- 
public he inspired general confidence, 
because of his master genius and tbc 
sublime patriotism which animated 
him. 
Tha eyes of all loyal men were 


turned toward him and in no- cnse did 
he disappoint their expectations. His 
administration in those trying" times 
was cautions, yet brave, and efficient 
to all the ends had in view. Beelected 
in 1SC4, he was assassinated April 14. 
following, in Ford's theater, by John 
Wilkes Booth. 


Mr. Lincoln was married in 1842 to 


Mary Todd, and one Eon, RobertT. Lin- 
coln, survives. 
Mr. Lincoln was six 


fe.ets four inches in height, spore in 
build, yet muscular; he Hod a homely 
and sad, yet attractive face; his spirit 
was one of kindness and gentleness 
towards all—enemies as well as friends. 
His virtues were legion; his faults were 
Iri flea.- He was too great that he should 
have been other than 'magnanimous, 
and those whom duty compelled him 
to overcome lost in his death a friend 
that would have shown love for them 
in the hour of their adversity. Because 
of the nobility of his life and the great- 
ness of his deedi, his name is a house- 
hold one and will be so as long as the 
nation continues a republic and es- 
teems virtue, honor and patriotism as

Grant Atterberry Hanged to a 


Tree at Sullivan by a Mob 


of Masked Men. 


TAKEB FROM THE JilL AT MIDNIGHT. 


Atterberry Frayed in Vain for Mercy— 


' Left Hanging Six Hours-Execu- 


Itifn Generally Approved 


by the People. 


SOLLI\A», 111., Feb. 12.-[Special to 


the REPUBLICAN ]—This morning at one 
o'clock Grant Atterberry, charged with 
having made the diabolical criminal 
assault upon hia sister in-law, Mrs. Roxy 
Atterberry, on the night of January 23, 
was taken from tbe body of the Moul- 
trie county jail by fifteen to twenty 
masked men and hanged to a tree in the 
court hoifse yard, opposite thn Eden 
House. Tbe man was strung up in the 
presence of about seventy-five people, 
including the hotel guests who were 
awakened by the firing of pistols and 
guns, and came down from tbe rooms 
partly dressed to view the uncanny 
scene through the front windows. At- 
terberry, as the noose was placed about 
his neck and one end of the rope thrown 
over a limb ot the tree, iealizing that ho 
had to die, cried out in agony, "Gcd 
have mercy on my soul!'' at the same 
time protesting his innocence. 
He 


struggled desperately with the evident 
hope of escape, but he was firmly held 
by two strong men who clung t* him 
and did D3t release him until the rope 
had tightened. 
Atlerberty died of 


strangulation. 


Tnken by Snrprlfle. 


Sheriff Lansden was taken by sur- 


prise, tie bad no extra guards at the jail. 
This fact was known to tho party of de- 
termined men who had plahned to hang 
Atterberry. They were not to be scared 
off. 
Only the active participators in the 


planned work of tne night were in the 
secret, and the sheiiff and bis family 
were asleep when the mob arrived at 
the jail with sledge hammers and all 
armed to the teeth. The march of the 
men was steady and unbroken Thn 
school house was the meeting place for 
the lyncbera. Sheriff Lansden, who 
was awakened, refused to give up the 
prisoner on demand, and immediately a 
rush was made for the door, which" was 
broken in. The sheriff had fired a 
weapon into the air, but instantly he 
was overpowered, while several of the 
lynchers went into the jail and dragged 
Atterberry in hia night clothes from his 
bed. There was no delay, no parley, 
aud no hearkening to the pleadings of 
the doomed man for jnercy.

Another Account. 


SULLIVAN, Feb. LI—(Special to RE- 


PUBLICAN.)—After several attempts to 
Ijnch Grant Atterberry, the man who 
committed the horrible crime not long 
a*a in this vicinity, they finally suc- 
ceeded. About 12:30 last night a masked 
mob forced their way into tbe jail and 
secured the prisoner. He was in bed 
but they dragged him forth and led him, 
despite1 his entreaties, to the courthouse 
yard where he was hanged to the first 
tree. 
Great 
excitement 
prevail* d. 


Several hundred persons were in the 
streets and t*ie exultant cries of the 
mob, intermingled by pistol shots, gave 
added horror to the scene. 


Information about the matter is very 


vague yet tLis morning, and no persons 
havo been identified. 


It was hoped by some that the Atter- 


berry confession might give eome clew to 
the other person, but to the last he kept* 
saying, "I am Innocent. God,w^ , . 
the guilty ones." Hi begged and seemed,' 
trying to make his escape, but they held 
him securely, and now he awaits tbe 
coroner's inquest 


Seatlinent at 8nlll\an. 


The victim of the mob's vengeance 


was hurried straight to the tree in the 
court house yard. On the way there 
was a f usilade of pistol and gun shots, 
which was kept up even while the man 
was strung up. 


In a surprisingly short time hundreds 


of people gathered at the court house, 
some of tbe earliest arrivals making an 
effort to assist in tne hanging, but the 
masked men refused 
to allow any 


body 
to 
have 
a 
hand 
in 
the 


lynching except themselves. Evidently 
they were thinking about the possibility 
of vigorous grand jury Investigation. 


In thn darkness after Atterberry was 


"strung up people struck matches and 
held up torches and lanterns to have a 
good look nt the lifeless form of the man 
as it hung BO still from the end of the 
rope. People kept coming and going 
until long after daybreak, and ia the 
throng were many women and children. 


« 
Cut Down. 


Along about 7:30 o'clock an officer 


rame up and cut down the body. 
It 


was taken into the court house where 
curious people gathered to look at tbe 
form, and where men and boys en 
deavored to get pieces of the rope to be 
preserved as souvenirs of the lynching. 


The Sentiment. 


While there «ras considerable excite- 


ment on the streets of the town, the 
general setitiment o( the Sullivan peo- 
ple is that Atterbjrry received jnst what 
he deserved. It is generally believed 
that he was guilty of thepime/chargfd 
against him, and it is further believed 
that Mrs. Roxy Atterberry knew that 
he was one of the men who assaulted 
her that awtyl tight. 


A few days ago the wife of Grant 


Atterberry attempted to kidnap tbe 
younger eon of Mrs. «oiy Atterberry. 
That incident served to inflame tbe 
people, 
although 
all 
criminal 


intent was otoutly denied and believed 
by some. The woman asserted that she 
limply asked the child to go with her up 
b>wn%Q ffet aome candy. 
^AJI business ia practically suspended 
to-day, and the subject of the crime 
with tbe lynching particulars is on every 
tongue.

Story ot The Crime. 


Below is the story of the crioie pub 


liahed in the REPUBLICAN in a telegram: 


SULLIVAN, 111, Jan. 25.—The excite- 


ment over the assault committed upon 
the person of Mrs. Roxy Atterberry 
Thursday night is intense. The crime 
was committed somewhere near the 
hour of midnight, as near as can be as- 
certained. The lady lives alone with 
her four children, four boys, ranging in 
age from 4 to 10 years. During the 
night she got up and started to the 
kitchen for a drink of water. The kitch 
en is across a little porch from the main 
part of the house aad as she opened the 
door shs was seized by two men, who 
bonnd her hands witb a heavy rope, 
gagged her with cotton and threw a 
handkerchief over her face. Both then 
assaulted her, and as nearly as can be 
determined were there about an hour. 
When they left one of them cursed her 
and said he now had his revenge. 
. The poor woman was helpless, but 
managed to roll back to the sitting 
room, aud aroused her sleeping children 
by kicking against the door. The eldest 
boy came out and stumbled over the 
prostrate form of his mother. He asked 
her if she waa sick, and she could only 
answer by a moan. Without making a 
light he ran for a next door neighbor, 
Doug Cochran, who, when he came, 
thought the wojuan bad tbe toothache, 
•wtth which she ia frequently subject, by 
seeing tho handkerchief and some cot- 
ton. 
When he attempted to lift her up 


he found her bands were bound, and 
then took in the situation. As soon as 
she could speak she told of the assault, 
and tbe alarm was immediately given 
and telegiams aeut all over the country. 
A. physician was called 
Aside from the 


nervous shock and injury to her hands 
and back by being tied, she is not hurt. 


A telegram was seat to Paris for blood 


hounds. Tbe tracks made by the men 
were Covered and guarded, and the city, 
through Mayor A. K. Campbell, offered 
a reward of 1200 for tbe arrest of tbe 
men. Postmaster Eden then took a 
handcar to Mat toon to make a Big Four 
train for Paris, but when he reached 
there found tbe dogs in that city frerc 
too young to follow such an old scent. 
He then went on to Noblesville, Ind, 
and arrived here at 6:10 this morning 
with tbe bloodhounds and their owners.
